A check of files in the Director's Office and available reference 
material dealing with entertainers reflected no data concerning Carlin. The only 
information in our files identifiable with him concerns criticism of him which was 
brought to our attention in February, 1969, following his appearance on the Jackie 
Gleason television program* In his performance Carlin referred to the Bureau and 
the Director in a satirical vein. His treatment was considered to be in very poor 
taste and it was obvious that he was using the prestige of the Bureau and Mr. Hoover 
to enhance his performance. As an example, he commented on one occasion 
"I'm J. Edgar Noover. I have Just come back from a stakeout with Ramsey Clark- - 
that is a cookout in the back yard." 

Our files contain no pertinent information regarding Carol Burnett.

Lyndon B. Johnson on your program 
tonight. ’ 

The crime wave is not a subject for levity or humor, and the Department ^ 
of Justice is not a subject to be made fun of, any more tuan it wouio 
be proper to make light of the U.S. Constitution. The hippies and the 
yippies may be taxing serious things lightly but the majority of the Oj 
people in the United States are law abiding citizens and do not appre- Cm 
ciate anyone making fun of crime. The families of citizens who have' s *^ > « 
been killed as a result of crime in this country do not think t;.e_ sub~ 

ject is funny. Neither do their friends think ft is a suoject for a . “®j| 

laugh. Our Department of Justice, including the Federal Bureau of un 
I nvestigation, is doing everythin., in its power to control crime end i ^ 
public opinion is behind them. This Branch of our Government id" to be*si 
spoken of with reverence and respect rather than jest and so^calied wic'. 

Now, about the question of making fun of Mrs. Johnson. Mrs. ''■Johnson is 

a lady who has served her country to the best of her ability and people 

at lease should show her the respect not to use her manner of speech or 
her family in order to try to get a laugn. In truth and in fact, your 
program must have run short on ideas for humor to have resorted to the 
type of material exhibited on your program tonight. 

I believe you, yourself, owe tne public an apology and an explanation on 
both of these counts.
